CARIBOO FERRY CHARTERS. 

Speaking of chui tern, havo Cnribooitea 
foigotten the ferry eliartor lhat was granl- 
cd to Charles Ross by the mikem Gov- 
eriimcnt? This olinrter gave the holder 
tho exclusive right of navigating and 
using the -watora, of Fvaser Eiver from 
QuesnelmoutU for a distance of six miles 
upanddowthe river— 12 miles in M. 
He -was to ihargo for every pnssougor 
crossing or carried over the FrnHor by liia 
ferry. 50 cents ; for every horse, mule or 
cattle. 75 cents; for every slieei) or hog, 
aSoentii; on all goods, wares, merchundiso 
chattels and produce, 25 cents per 100 
pounds. The charter was of such u raon- 
Htrous nature thata pewon hving on "ue 
Bido might not cross to tho other b do of 
the FruHor in his own boat witLout pay- 
ing Mr. Robs 50 cents for the privr oge; 
nnd HhouUl ho onrry nnimnls or goods of 
Ibo descriptions Boeoifiod lu tho Iciiso lio 
must iuaddilion pay tho rates proscribed. 
Amongst the persons using the river ilur- 
ing the sammor of 1873 were Messrs. 
Grant and Arudt. Thoy had chartered tho 
steamer Yictoria for the season, aud were 
astouisbod to find thomsolves met by Mr. 
Eoss with a demand for the tariff of rates 
on such animals.goods.nnd passoiigors tbey 
might carry ucross his "preserve. Natu- 
rally they demurred to this outrageous 
imposition, They tolegrapbed and wrote 
the Government at Victoria, and reooivea 
a reply that the lease was binding and tlio 
rates must be paid., , The people of Ques- 
nelmouth aud Alexaridna also robolled 
asainst tho charges. Some dropped then- 
boats Bix miloa down tho river rather than 
pay tho demand. Others crossed m Ibo 
dead of night at the ri«k of their lives 
-Still others refused to use the nvor at all 
and remained on their own buIo. At 
length, Grrtnt and Arudt ilutly refused to 
recognizo tho lease. Tho thou Attornoy- 
Oonoral (Mr. Walkem) was appoidud to 
and decided that the charge was jiiat and 
legal Grant and Arndfc ran tho blockade 
and defied tho Attorney-General aud Mr. 
Ross. The latter brought suit at Barker 
ville before the Chief Justice to recover 
his charges. Tbo Attornoy-Goneral ap- 
peared for his pyoleyc. Mr. A. ih. li. 
Davie, the new Proviucinl Secretary, ap- 
peared for Grant and Arndt. ^ Tlio case 
was argued and submitted and tho Ohio! 
Justice, in upsetting the lease, delivered 
one of the most cutting decisions -against 
. the monopoly that we ever remember to 
■'•••have read. It was reported in tho bentinel 
'%f the day; but wo havo only room at 

present for tbo following extract: 
•ii'\"l.8appose that tho Fraeer at yucauol- 
' month IB, except Victoria and Nauaimo, 
as constantly navigated as any waters in 
tbo Proviuco; and riot .'even an express 
grunt from tho Crown could in Ihe face of 
that Act of Parliament enable a forryman 
to close the navigation of so frequented a 
piece of water, any more than tho ferry 
mftn at the foot of Johnston street, Vic 
tbriai'conld claim to prevent tho pcoi)le 
landing as much as they pleased on difler- 
1: ent sides of Victoria harbor."

OoNS'rANTiNOPLE.Moy 10.^ — A Russian 
war steamer recently escaped from Se- 
bastopol aud roacbod tho vicinity of Ba- 
toum. On Sunday night when f.ovou milos 
from shore, sho sent four boats with 
torpedoes to^attaok a. .Turkish frigate 
in the roadstead. The torpedoes fail, 
ed to explode and lire was opened from 
tho frigate and shore. In the dark- 
ness aud oonfuaiou Ibo liusaian boats 
lied in dilYoreut directions. Two suc- 
ceeded in reaching Poti unharmed. 
At daybreak no news bad been receiv- 
ed of the other two boats or the steam- 
er. 

Tho 'T inicB' ' Bucharest special savs 
an Eugliahmau, accidentally iu Wid- 
din at tho time of the first boiuLnrd- 
ment reports that the Turkish troops 
in Widdin and vicinity uninber about 
50,000. They expect an increase of 
25,000 from Sophia. Tho troops woro 
iu good condition. 

Paris, May 11 -A deai)atch from Pcsth 
Bays tho Koumauian govorniuent has de- 
clared war against Turkey. 

Vienna, May lH—PolUkal Correspond- 
ence bus semi-efiloiallettera from St Pe- 
tersburg contoining commuDications of 
this nature. It says Russian troops un- 
der command of Kaufman will cross the 
Painier into India in the eventof England 
taking part in the Tnrkisli war. This is 
tho lirsfc time the Kussians have spoken 
semi-ollleially of tho possibility of mili- 
tary operations by way of Pamier and the 
accessibility of India in that quarter. 

London, iNIay 11.— The Porto has given 
tho most satisfactory assurances relative 
to tho destruction of Briti-li shipping at 
Beket and promises full conipeusal ion for 
the whi)!o. 

Owing to the fall of water in the Dan- 
ube tho remaining mouitois behind the 
island opposite Ihrail in tho old bed of 
the river cannot get out and must be 
abandoned or destroyed. 

A dispatch from Bagdad describes the 
flood which has ovorwhebnod both banks 
of tho Tigris. Snch a Hood was hitherto 
unknown. Tho liver throw out a now 
branoh completely blockading Bagdad 
and swept away 200 houses in Keamizie.

The Bosnian domonstration in Hyde 
Park, yesterday, was a failure. 

London, Jlay 15. — Yesterday a steam 
tug from Ibrail took over some lighters 
antl two hundreil laborers luid removed 
several hundred tons of coal unopposed, 
which the Turks bad acoumnlated at Get- 
schot for the use of the flotilla. 

Gladstone's resolutions were rejected 
by 3r)i: to 22-1, and the amendment oll'ori'd 
by Sir Henry Wolff, conservative, to the 
effect that tho Hoiu;o declines 10 enfortaiu 
any resolution which may embarrass the 
government iu its maintenance of peace 
and protection of British interests, with- 
out indicating any allornative lino of po- 
licy, was adopted without discussion. 

In tho course of tho debate the Mar- 
quis of llai tington said the Blue Book 
shows Kussia's sincere desire to maintain 
peace, if possible. Ho cohdomnod Earl 
Derby's answer to Prince Gortschakoff; 
sooner or later we would have to inter- 
fere in the i)rcsont struggle. When the 
time came, Gladstone's first two resolu- 
tions would form tho guide to tho policy 
to bo pursued. If Bussia triumphed in 
tho war, tho exjicctations of tho raco sub- 
ject to Turkey would bo realized, and it 
would free thoni from their subjection. 
Their subjection would uot be indispon- 
sabio to British interests. Those British 
inteiosts were not, as tho House was a.sk- 
ed to believe, bound up with the lifeless 
trunk of the Turkish Empire. 

Sir Stafford Northcote said, relative to 
British interests, as far as interests wdiich 
wo liave in comiuoii with others, he saw 
no reafon why wo should light for them 
alone. It was for tho interest of all that 
there should bo freedom of navigation in 
cast and south-western Europe. Thoro 
were interests iu which other nations had 
a closer interest than ourselves, and 
donbtlcBS w hmthe moment arrived tlioso 
ludioiiR would protect tliom. V/o had 
lipccial interest in thu Suez CiUial. It was 
important it should bo kejit 0])eu and safe. 
There w(^ro other ways to India not so di- 
rei:t, to which tho government attached 
great importance, but the main route is 
by tho CLUial and Egypt itself. Tho Oov- 
erijini'iit desiroil, above all, to prosorvo 
this interest. They doidred to maintain 
strict uoutralily, to walch over the inter- 
ests of Englaml, and at the same time bo 
not overhasty. Lord Derby's reply to 
Prince GortBcbako£f oontained nothing 
which was not perfectly respectful. The 
government is now enabled to keep their 
hands fri'c to ai't as may iippoar best. Tho 
real inloroslH of England are the mainton- 
anco of peace aud prosperity throughout 
the world. In wdiatever position they 
may find thoraselvt s, and wliatever may 
be the obligations liiul eircumstancps in 
which they aro placed, Ihe government 
will pursue the policy which they believe 
good for England and the world, with- 
out fear and \utliont reproach. 

Gladstone said the issue upon whioli tho 
House was asked fcj vi>ti) was coutiiigent 
upon coercion l)y all the power.s of Europe 
which did not nueessarily mean war 
against Tnrkiiy, and which on former oc- 
casioDB had attained great results. The 
war might even now bo ended within a 
fortnight if England would consent lo re- 
store European concert. He ])ointod out 
what a disgrace il would bo tolhigland if 
tho liberty of tho Christians woro secured 
by all Hgrceniont between Turkey and 
Kussia alone. 

London, May 15.— The Times says noth- 
ing has been bo remarkable during the de- 
bate iupnrllameutasthedoolarationsin fa- 
vor of poaco from conservatives ns well as 
liberals. The war party itself ia in tho 
minority.

Bread costs throo pias- 
tres or 12 cents, a higher rate even 
than in the Crimean war; beef is 50 
cents the oke, and mutton 56 cents the 
oko. Petroleum, which is of universal 
use, and moat of which comes from 
tho Uui.tod States, Laa risen from its 
former price of 20 cents t() the oke. 
The comiuorco and trade of Constanti- 
nople have fallen offimmensely. The 
once animated harbor is nearly bare of, 
foreign vosaels, many stores and ware- 
houses iu tho buaiest part of Qalata 
aro closed, and hundreds of houses on 
both sides of the Golden Horn are to 
letj '^The streets are filled with beg. 
gars and men out of work are seeking 
some kind of oiuploymentto keep them 
from starving. Tho Government 
credit is so low that it could not re- 
cently raise a loan from tho local 
Greek and American bankers. Their 
terms are worise. tboQ^iSbylook's, and ■ 
the Porte could not furnish reliable 
eecnrity.
